Tropical Bands Monitor as of 1 July shows this on 4949.7 had been 
reported this year only in January and March. Once upon a time RNA ran 
all-night and its off-frequency carrier at least could be detected in 
deep North America. As of last year, WRTH showed 4950 as 24 h with A 
program in Portuguese, nominal 25 kW; while MW 945 had some foreign 
languages local evenings (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RCUSB, July 15 at 1852, LRA36 is on witha 
surprise late Friday broadcast; tnx to tips from Hugo Ldépez, Chile and 
Manuel Méndez, Spain. Sufficient S5/S9 into Argentine SDR. Amid 
interview of a guy by the gals who are laughing a lot. He's talking 
about high winds and other weather info, mentions Centro Meteoroldgico 
Marambio, so maybe he’s visiting from that other base. Only QRM 
occasional clix. Unfortunately at 1900-2000 UT Fridays I always listen 
to KUCO for ‘The Score’ cinemusic in $tereo. LRA36 is off by my next 
chance to check at 2022. Maybe this compensate for totally missing 
their scheduled Wednesday 1500 transmission? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RCUSB, Saturday July 16 at 1447 tune-in via 
Argentine remote, LRA36 already on with song, sufficiently good; 1449 
ID, more song; 1500 ID with staff names, “‘Nacional, la Radio 
Publica’* but not the canned official sign-on with quadrilingual 
Spanish-only advisory; maybe it ran earlier. 1501 Antartida themesong, 
but chopped off air at 1504* before finished. What a disappointment! 
Habitually when this happen it never come back, nor do it today 
monitored until a full hour be up on the remote, 1548. Nor anything 
at 1853 check either. 


Gary Pence was hearing it as usual via KFS and also same Argentine 
remote starting at 1445 and: °‘when they were on about 10 till the 
hour listening on Lu4aa sdr I heard those high fast buzzing blurb 
things one after another and now they are gone too! Sure sounds like 
intentional jamming to me??? 73 Gary’*’ (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x ANTARCTICA. 15475.98 RCUSB, it’s a Wednesday, July 20, so time to 
check for LRA36 which was absent a week ago. Tuned in at 1444 via 


Argentine SDR, already on with song, S7/S9; shortly YL greeting for 
the 12th program of the 2022 series ‘Esperanza Audaz’, a *‘dia muy 
especial’*; staff names; blows a kiss to all listeners, including via 
the 50-station RNA network. 1450 temp is 7, winds 51 kph; sunrise at 
09:57 local, sunset missed. Multiple-platform contact info. 1500 ‘‘su 
compania’* ID, song. After 1500 I’m mainly attentive to Afghanistan 
documentary on PBS World, about the anti-Soviet Jihad years; but let 
it run without trying to understand much of the content. 1504, This 
Week in History starting with 18 July 1918 birth of Nelson Mandela. 
1516 song about Esperanza; 1519 chat; 1522 contact info again; 1527 
long lofi telco interview. At 1533 I see that all four RXs at this 
remote are on it, besides me, Gary Pence, ‘San Antonio’ but really 
Dallas; and someones in Florence, Italy and Dayton, Oregon. 1550 song. 
1554 greeting with reverb, seems sent by a listener. 1601 song, talk, 
1613 ID, song; 1629 still chat, 1641 song, 1643 ID with staff names 
and off at 1644*. So I had it for exactly two hours. 


Gary Pence reports at 1510: ~*LRA 36: Hi Glenn, I got on just before 
you to already hear LRA36 song in progress at 1440z, I just don't know 
when they started. I wasn't able to use KFS SE [antenna] this morning 
so I switched over to KPH Point Reyes omni antenna just to hear a 
trace.** And at 1615: **LRA 36 stuff --- Glenn, I finally got a seat 
at KFS SE SDR and was very underwhelmed at the lack of signal; it was 
just traces, nothing sustainable. Sounds like they have pretty serious 
power regulation issues going on there. Remember in the movie Apollo 
13 where the portable cassette deck with very low batteries was 
tumbling in that cold capsule? That's just how their audio sounds... °° 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

xx BRAZIL. Correxion to a typo not noticed by me until July 14. Is 
anyone paying attention? I wish I were before I publish an error! 
Second frequency was given as 9873.86 instead of 9673.86; FIXED: 


9673.80 / 9673.86, July 9 at 0621, RVM praise music jumping 

around these two spots as I try to measure it. Anyeditor who published 
this error must now also publish this correxion (Glenn Hauser, OK,

Congrats to Canadian International DX Club on 60th 
anniversary, supposed to be marked by two special event ham stations 
July 17, 1800-2200 UT, VE2AQP circa 14240 USB and VE6SWL circa 14265 
USB -- but not heard direct tuning around these circa 1920 UT; just 
some US stations (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CANADA [and non]. Immediately after compiling my July 18 FMDX 
report on July 19, DXMAPS show the MUF finally into FM band to here as 
it’s transitioning into UT July 20, so out to the garaged car thru the 
heat dropping slightly around 100. Standard provisos as introducing 
previous reports. {See USA [and non] } 


96.7 at 2359, hard rock, a couple dropouts to dead air for a few 
seconds; **‘The Rock Station, KLT’* VG but fades out by 2400. Searching 
96.7 Slogan field on KLT gets no hits since DB has it as KL:T witha 
:colon: spurious punxuation? It is:

Now it’s UT July 20: 
95.3 at 0003, hard rock overrides KOKC translator, gone before any ID 


94.3 at 0005, outro NPR News, CCI KS, °‘Inspired’* program. Strong 
fade-ins. A bit of **Kix on Route 66°* song and talking about the PBS 
show ‘Great Muslim-American Road Trip’, another episode of which is 
coming up tonight and I am watching it as I write after 0200. 


WTFDA FM DB Search funxion does not apply to all fields, just 10 major 
ones, not including Mode or Remarks. Otherwise one must display an 
entire frequency file on one page - pick 500 to be sufficient. 
Searching entire 94.3 USA file on NPR gets WCMV and 2 other hits: WZAI 
Brewster MA; and K232AM, China Lake CA translator of Nevada PR and 
presumably National PR. We can rule those out! 


Also the MODE column where HD sometimes appears even more rarely is 
labeled mono (but $tereo must be understood, u.o.s.). Such is the case 
with WZAI. 


A drawback of this DB is that there is no column/field for NETWORK! I 
still would like to know for sure all the NPR affils on 94.3. Of 
course, these days, many stations, commercial or not, are affiliated 
with more than one, even multiple nets. E.g. an NPR is probably, but 
not necessarily, also getting shows from APR and PRX. 


At the main website https://www.npr.org/ there is no obvious link to a 
simple list of stations and frequencies! But the first thing they want 
to set up is xyourx NPR station after which nothing else matters, 
driving financial support thataway. 


However a broader search leads to this roster by state and city, 
https://legacy.npr.org/stations/pd£/nprstations. pdf 

but why *‘legacy’*? Implying it is historical rather than up to date?? 
Aha, abottom it’s dated JUNE 2013! BTW I do not see a single 
translator-style call! Tho surely there be many. The 94.9 KOSU relay 
in Ponca City doesn’t make this list! 


There I can anyway search on 94.3 and get only 2 hits: of course, 
non-comms 92+ are a rarity and thus should be outstanding. 


Per this we have: WBTN-FM Bennington VT, and WZAI-FM Brewster MA - but 
no station in Leland MI! Another oddity is that every single callsign 

is suffixed -FM, which is not always the case. Except for the few AMs, 
where there should NOT ever be any -AM suffix. 


How about this?

Maryland SDR, I see on the H20fall without needing to hear it, that 
this RHC frequency is AWOL. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 

Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 6060, July 17 at 0615, RHC is S9+10 with nothing but hum in 
English; 6100 & 6165 are both sufficient S9+20/30. 5040 is off. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA. 6100, July 19 at 0631, RHC is S9+20/30 in wrong language 
Spanish while 5040 is off; while English remains on 6060 
undermodulated with hum, S9/+20; at 0632, English also 6165, S9+10/20. 
Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. 96.7 FM, July 17 at 1646 UT, lexure in Spanish 
during big mixed sporadic E and tropo openings; 1658 song with refrain 
*“*Guajira’’. 1659, °©‘Rebelde, La Habana, Emisora de la Revolucion, 
1700 **Noticiero Nacional de Radio**. 1711 still in with Cuban 
mentions, national weather summary, 1713 **NN de R** program ID again,

Cuban FM DX is rare here, mostly too far for single-hop sporadic E, 
but Habana is possible at 2095 km = 1302 miles, and westward. WTFDA FM

days (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

always egregious in Egypt (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

always egregious in Egypt (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

in Kazakh at 1430-1445 only (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MADAGASCAR. 17530 & 17790, July 19 at 0629, JBA relay signals still 
making it here in the summer nightmiddle, but nothing higher-latitude 
on 16m (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x MALDIVES [non]. 11620, July 17 at 1501, Voice of Martyrs Korea, 
Maldives service I hadn't checked in some weeks after exhausting 
speculation about its secret site. Sermon in English, 1503 refers to 
“next slide** but nothing to see! And not yet switched to Dhivehi if 
ever. S5/S7 signal which is still a lot better than it should be if 
focused on Maldives, from best guess Taiwan; or from anywhere to the 
other side of the world (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx MALDIVES [non]. 11620, July 19 at 1524, Voice of Martyrs Korea, 
S6/S9 with Christian stuff in English; is there ever any Dhivehi any 
more? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx MEXICO. When looking up DX stuff on the WTFDA FM Database, I 
curiously search on language:English for all of MEXICO, and get only 
four hits, all border stations in TJ obviously for the foreign market. 
What about other border cities? And remember when deep inside XEland, 
at least the DF had an English station, at least on AM, XEVIP 1560? Is 
there some law against it? There are certainly pockets of EE expats in 
DF, Cholula and elsewhere who could/should be served. Contrast with 
all the SS stations happily funxioning in the EUA.

UNIDENTIFIED. 1120 kHz, July 17 at 0632 UT, KMOX oldtimeradio drama 


has heavy QRM from music in Spanish. Normally KMOX is one of the 
clearest of clear channels here. I count a SAH of about 8 Hz. 
Unreadable announcement/1ID? at 0702, otherwise upbeat romantic song 
segués till I quit at 0723. Best audible on DX-398 with KMOX nulled, 
i.e. NW/SE but hard to get a fix on the QRM. Mexican? At the time I do 
not think of the Tulsa market KETU Catoosa, 10 kW DAYTIMER, also 7 kW 
critical hours with two different direxional patterns. It’s certainly 
a problem for KMOX during CH near sunset; will have to check whether 8 
Hz apart then. MWoffset shows 7 Hz apart!:

*x OKLAHOMA [and non]. 1120 kHz, July 18 at 0140 UT, I’m rechecking 
tonight for the unID SS QRM to KMOX. This is just before nominal 
sunset 0145 at KETU Catoosa/Tulsa, after which this daytimer must 
close, ha2: there is some CCI, but seems more than 8 Hz SAH as counted 
last night. At 0412 UT, on caradio while checking for FMDX, now it’s 
more like 7 Hz. Inside on the altazimuth wrist-mounted DX-398, I’m on 
it for good, determined to definitely ID it, nulling KMOX to the max, 
or min. Between tunes, a YL talx at some length, seems to be 
relationship advice. Keeps giving phone number but I can’t copy; does 
not start with AC 918. Romantic music plays right thru 0500 UT with no 
sign of any ID. At 0523 I bring up the KETU stream 

http: //streamcontrol.net:16330/; and it does match with a delay. At 
0524 finally I hear a full ID on the radio including **KETU -- 97.9 La 
Diferente, la estacidn --- de Tulsa, Oclajoma**. Call letters 
pronounced in English, Toolsa en eSpanish. And promptly also on the 
stream. No mention of an AM frequency; who cares, now that they have 
an FM translator to wag it, K250BN?! So they may forget it exist, let 
alone illegally all-night. Thus my previous log under UNID will be 
promoted to OKLAHOMA in the Roundup. Remember, this is SUPPOSED to be 
off the air at night, ceding 1120 to clear-channel KMOX St Louis. BTW, 
KETU is owned by a grocery store in Arkansas called Las Américas; 
don't be surprised to hear that name in commercials. And how lame is 
the slogan *‘different** (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR) 


*xk OKLAHOMA. 1520 kHz, July 20 at 1704 UT, KOKC is OFF! In FMDX 
bandscan across 95.3 I check for // to the translator, but nothing on 
1520. This may mean that refurbishing their 50 kW direxional license 
is finally underway. If off tonight maybe a DX opportunity; but back 
on at 1858 check (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

93.9, July 20 at 1705 UT, KIMY Watonga is back in 
business with gospel music instead of dead air (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx ROMANIA. 11800, July 16 at 2326, interview in Spanish continues 
past 2330. No match with RHC or Marti; what could it be? At 2335 // 
9760, so the ubiquitous RRI as scheduled this hour (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx SPAIN. 17855, Mon July 17 at 2200, REE VG into Maryland with token 
English, news including heat wave, followed by an admitted repeat of 
Justin's interview with a female clown. Haven't run across a mailbag 
or ‘DX program’ in many months; has anyone? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x SRI LANKA [non]. 11750, July 15 at 1650, no signal of SLBC into 
Kuwait SDR; supposedly 1630-1830 with domestic service relay. Had not 
paid attention before but checking now whether it be off due to 
strife. At 1620-1650, VIRI blox 11750 in Bengali: how could they 
possibly know about SLBC since it’s not in HFCC? After Qur'an, 1630 
chimes and *‘Radio Tehran’* ID. After 1700 into Bengaluru SDR, nothing 
either on 11750. I have the vague impression that SLBC 11750 may have 
been sporadic already. The other times to seek SLBC are 0030-0100 and 
0200-0230 on 11905, often reported from N America. Of course there are 
lots of relays via Trincomalee site: Aoki has 36 entries including 
SLBC. Other have reported some of those still on. 


BTW, the protesters’ takeover of SLBC TV I quoted on WOR 2147 turned 
out to be a bit exaggerated: they were allowed on for 15 minutes. I 
thought it somewhat suspicious that the language signer in the corner 
continued during clip unabated. See this via Ron Howard, WOR iog:
